We might mention that the game

The origin of the game of Foot- 
ball Is a mystery to most of us, but 
in days of yore the neighboring vil- 
lages of England frequently took 
part in a game involving the entire 
populations of each of two com- 
munities. The object of the tpotl 
was to carry an inflated pighide 
ball to the opposing town by any 
means at one's disposal. Converse- 
ly, one might use any effective 
method to cause an aspirant to 
glory to dis-plghlde-ate, so to speak.

Today, civilization has risen to 
higher plain, culturally, education- 
ally, and in relation to Football. 

The field of manoeuvres, has been 
reduced to a mere 100 or 110 yards 
in length, for more concentrated ac- 
tion, and the participants (corres- 
ponding to the villagers) have been 
garbed in coloured uniforms, in or- 
der to facilitate disentanglement af- 
ter a "play." There are also gaily 
marked referees who are hired

But 
now it is a fact that the United Nations 
have started an offensive that, according 
to latest reports, is proving highly success- 
ful. 

It is obvious, from reading and hearing 
reports, that this is an action that has 
been long in preparation. But because of 
'military secrecy no word of it had leaked 
out. Instead many people were wondering 
what had been happening to the General 
Staffs. Now we know that they had been 
planning this attack in North Africa, which 
is giving us all such an uplift. 

Already arc heard among the arm chair 
military experts, who haunt every part of 
the campus, dreams, hopes and plans fpr 
complete annihilation of the Axis North 
African Armies with the capture of Rommel. 
;And from there, these experts go on to an 
.'fate attack on Italy in order to

strike at Germany, or an attack on Greece 
so as to effect union with Bussian troops. 
'Whatever thèse arm chair experts plan, 
they overlook the months of preparation 
that lay behind such a relatively simple 
effort as the Âtoericans effected in North- 
em Africa. They overlook the relatively 
small number of men involved in the present 
fighting as compared with the large num- 
bers that will be needed to land in Europe. 
What these experts do agree on apd what 
they are no doubt right about is that North 
Africa, once in control of the United Na- 
tions, will eventually serve as a base for 
operations of some kind against Europe. 
, Whether North Africa is the second 
front or not will be seen in the course 
of time. But that it is proving to be the 
second front of morale is beyond qtiestJoa. 
For the feeling of elation that prevails now 
will hearten the home front as few things 
have in the past. The worker in the factory 
producing munitions, the fanner producing 
food can all point to their role in this pre* 
sent campaign with a feeling of pridoi 

And the university student can also point 
to this campaign with a feeling of pride- 
Many of the officers and men engaged in 
active combat are university graduates, pre- 
'p&Ttà for their role by their university 
training. Many of the instruments, both 
death-dealing and life-saving, were in- 
vènted and are used by university men. 
' Thoia of us who are hare in the univer- 
aity today want to be over there. But we 
are not Therefore we miiat do our part 
here. We now see what the future months 
hold in store for us. But the number of 
those months is unknown. So we must get 
'the most out of our present work«80 that

. '"WATCH ON THE RHINE". 
By Lillian Hellman. 
Once again, the Y,MJLA. Little Theatre hTs 
shown Itself to be one of the outstanding ama- 
teur groups in this city. As a matter of fact, 
it is hardly fair to class this unit as an amateur 
group because o( the consistently high quality 
of its productions. In "Watch on the Rhine", 
by Lillian .Hellman (The Little Foxes), direc- 
tress Ade Span had some good material to work 
with, hut this In no way detracts from her 
credit In less capable hands, the play might 
well have been turned into tc routine melo- 
drama. 

-Watch on the Rhine" is an anU-Nazl play. 
But in all fairness to Lillian Hellman, It cannot 
be said that this play is a powerful indictment 
of Nazlism from a propaganda polnt-of-vlew. 
The great powerful antl-Nazl play, has yet to 
be written. Nevertheless, Miss Hellman does, 
by artful writing, manage, to produce some 
highly effective scenes which in themselves 
bring her message, and her loathing for Nazilsm 
across to the audience.^ The setting '(which is 
the same in all three scenes) is the comfortable 
aristocratic American home, ruled by a cantan- 
kerous matron with a heart of gold, and by fam- 
ily tradition. Into this aristocratic mansion 
(complete with negro servant) come a series 
of characters whom Lillian Hellman uses to 
show' the conflict between^ Nazlism and anti- 
Nazllsm. The Nazi psychology is allegorized by 
the Count de Brancovltz, and Kurt MuUer is the 
protagonist of the German Underground. There 
is a counterplot too, a love affair between 
David, son of the matron, and the Courftess, who 
abhors Nazlism; but this is wisely wderplayed 
by Miss Hellmaa 

The acting is on the whole good. Particul- 
arly fine were Bernard Berlin, who took the 
part, of the Count and Charles J. Lewis who 
acts the part of Kurt MuUer, the ontl-NazI. 
Mr. Berlin was especially distinguished in his 
portrayal which was consistent throughout 
Considering the fact that he was portraying a 
genuinely unsympathetic character, it is all to 
his credit that he did such a fine* job. No mat- 
ter how good the aeto^ it; is always more dif- 
ficult to do an unsympathetic role than one 
which appeals to the audience. Mr. Lewis, too, 
showed himself to be an actor of fine restraint 
in certain scenes that called up the highest 
emotional feeling. 

Mr. Reuben Ship played David. Mr. Ship 
seems to have that quality for which many 
actors strive but which they seldom attain. He 
has the comi>lnatlon of three qualities that the 
essential for good acting, ie., relaxation, timing, 
and destraint When he came on the scene 
his mere presence, 'even when he had no lines, 
controlled the - pace and kept the play, from 
running away with itselt Liza Shoub did the 
best she could with, a -weak part, that of the 
Countess de Brahcovitz. As Frau Muller, wife 
of Kurt, Fran Malls showed a fine sensuousness 
in certain parts. However, Miss Malls would do 
well to learn that essential In acting mentioned 
above, restraint The love scenes would have 
been immeasurably ' improved if timing and 
restraint had been watched. Of the three Kurt 
chldren played by Moe Herscovitch, Zelda 
King and Irwin Browns; young Browns did a 
good job with a difficult role. The matron por- 
trayed by Pauline Trehub was welt-done as 
were Michael Avrt^h and Bertha Merovitz as 
the old fainily servants. 

"Watch on the' Rhine" was an ambitious un- 
dertaking by Miss Span's group. The set and 
lighting were fine but the make-up was a trifle 
startling. If the audience does not come out 
with a renewed and bitter feeling for Nazlism 
and all it stands for. it is not,tbejfattltj>I Ada 
Span or her players. UUian Hellman herself is to 
blame.

Pursuance of courses seems to 
perplex many people who think 
that university students arc "draft- 
dodgers." We are constantly being 
reminded that students are a "priv- 
ileged" class. We deny this because 
the student of today must work 
harder than ever to be a success. 
The question of a student's status 
in war-time has been clearly de- 
fined. We are doing more work 
than many who have undertaken 
the ao-cidled I'essenUal" jobs. In- 
deed we are a special not privileged 
class. 

Others are inclineid to- believe 
that students who attbnd univer- 
sities are the sons and daughters 
of .parents who are able to provide 
them with .sufficient financial as- 
sistance to guard them against 
military call-up. Instead nearly 
fifty per cehi of the students are 
self-supporting and many of the 
remainder are partially self-sup- 
porUng, This ccmdition occurred 
long before the war started and 
Implies even more so 'in wartime 
because the students . are taking 
summer employment far more ser- 
iously. Canadian unlversIUes have 
so arranged their time-tables as to 
enable students to earn enough 
money in thesununer to assist them 
in' the following winter. 

If there are no.atudents trained 
In the higher forms of education 
who will guide the country in days 
of chaos and depression which are 
bound to follow this -war to some 
extent, regardless of the planning 
of the fathers of 'the "modem" gov- 

allow th'^rSwTof *clemocnNy~ pass 
Into the hands of men who are 
paying huge sums to stay out of the 
forces? They, are .in no posiUon to 
be in charge of the affairs of a na: 
tion when there can be students in 
their places who. have studied and 
worked for such posIUons. Unfor* 
tunatcly though, a few are shoved 
through a university and put in 
power due to financial greediness. 
In the past this condition has been 
all too prevalent./;
